The Bankers’ Convention at Saratoga passed 
resolutions that a return to specie payment is 
a necessity.

Mies E . B e n g o u g h , teacher of the 
First Grade of the City Grammer 
School, w h em the H e r a l d the other 
day suggested as a suitable and com­ 
petent candidate for County Superin- 
tendant of Public Schools, declines to 
accept the position. We are sorry to 
hear it as she is an accomplished and 
popular lady and would fill the office 
of County Superintendent with honor 
to herself and credit to the people. 


T h e attempt of the Express to turn 
attention from the little irregularity 
in the deposit of the city funds, to 
which the H e r a l d alluded yesterday, 
is sufficient to excite the suspicion 
that the eity is likely to lose the in­ 
terest on its money for some time to 
come. We have, as yet, attached no 
blame to any one in regard to this de­ 
posit matter, nor do we now. We 
simply ask the question why the or­ 
der of the Council is not complied 
with. The statement that thirteen 
per cent, is not the figure bid by 
Messrs. Tf.mpi-e & Workman lias 
nothing to do with the fact that the 
city is not receiving the interest as 
per contract, and this dust-throwing 
by the Express looks as though It was 
trying to screen somebody. 


O u r people possess a happy faculty 
for getting up difficulties with Indians 
just at the right time to make a few 
months hostilities pecuniarily proflta 
ble to the parties who were most in­ 
strumental In provoking the outbreak. 
We have for some time anticipated 
trouble with the Sioux Indians. The 
notifications issued from time to time 
to the restless public to avoid the 
Black Hills were just so many invi­ 
tations to invade that region. It was 
well known to the government that 
miners would flock there and it was 
almost equally well known that their 
appearance would be the signal for 
the commencment of trouble. It is 
now almost certain that an Indian 
war will be inaugurated; a few whites 
will be killed; a good many Indians 
will die and a few gentlemen on the 
inside will realize handsome fortunes 
at the expense of the government. A 
well managed Indian war is a money 
making business. 


N e x t Saturday evening Tom F it c h , 
author of the pamphlet entitled “ The 
Coming City,” will speak on “ The 
Future Railroad and Political Pros­ 
pects of Southern California.” F it c h 
can outspread the whole brood of Pa­ 
cific Coast spread eagle orators. He 
Roars high, and, when repeating a 
written speech, always gets down 
without nastying the feathers of his 
fowl. His views of the politicul pros­ 
pects of Southern California no man 
can tell—not even himself. His po­ 
litical views embrace the whole polit­ 
ical horizon. He has swung around 
the entire circle so often that he is as 
familiar with the landmarks as the 
sheep with the paths across the public 
square of Jonesviile. 
In our future 
railroad prospects he sees ouly the 
prospective road from Jonesviile lead­ 
ing to this city, and he may give us a 
few chapters out of his “ Coming 
City” pamphlet on that subject. He 
talks well, and we advise all to go and 
hear him. 
W e have It from reliable authority 
that the actual sales of Hanta Monica 
lots footed up $70,000. The figures 
show that about $90,000 were sold, but 
some $20,000 worth of lot9 were 
knocked down to cappera and straw- 
bidders, some of whom were imported 
from this city. One-third the pur­ 
chase money was paid down. This 
makes the ca9h proceeds of the specu­ 
lation foot up a little over $23,300. 
Considering the eifort, the result is 
feeble iudeed. The two-thirds yet 
due on the bona fide sales will proba­ 
bly never be paid, as the bubble is 
bursted and people are beginning to 
realize that in place of buying lots in 
a town that In a few years would con­ 
tain 100,000, they have only Invested 
in a watering place which at no time 
within the next fifty years will have 
over 1,000 actual inhabitants. A few 
months hence lots that sold the other 
day at $300 and $400 will be dull sale 
at $50 each. Vale, the great commer­ 
cial city soap bubble. 


It is somewhat amusing to read 
warnings which just now fill the col­ 
umns of Independent journals, 
there is danger of abusing Bipwei-l 
up to that degree of popularity which 
will lead to his election. We have 
read our exchanges pretty closely and 
we must confess that up to this time 
we have seen nothing which can be 
construed Into abuse of the Chico 
monopolist. 
Mr. B id w e l l is the 
nominee of a party whose principles, 
if they are encumbered with any such 
thing, partake very strongly of the 
Communist doctrine, which holds that 
it is right to take from the rich and 
give to the poor—to force a division of 
property the moment it is discovered 
that one man has more than his neigh­ 
bor. Now investigation establishes 
the fact that he not only has more of 
this world’s goods than his neighbors, 
but that he did not acquire them after 
the manner of people who do unto 
others as they would that others should 
do uuto them. This discovery has 
created some discussion audlias drawn 
forth comments the reverse of compli­ 
mentary to Mr. B id w e l l . But is this 
abuse? When a professed and loud- 
boasting anti-monopolist is found to 
be a monopolist of the worst and most 
oppressive character, is it abuse to 
condemn and expose his hypocrisy? 
Mr. B id w e l l blows a loud and shrill 
temperance horn, yet it is well known 
that he retailed spirituous liquors as 
long as iie found the business profit­ 
able. Is it abuse to point out this con­ 
flict between profession and practice? 
Mr. B id w e l l ’s supporters represent 
him to be a man of liberality, intelli­ 
gence and benevolence. Those who 
have known him long and well aver 
that he is illiberal, narrow-minded and 
selfish. Is it abuse to revert to and 
comment on these glaring contradic­ 
tions ? We do not think so. The man 
is aspiring to the Gubernatorial chair 
and it is the right of the people to in­ 
quire into and investigate his antece­ 
dents, his moral character and his In­ 
tellectual ability. The candidate who 
denies this right and attempts to 
screen himself behind the plea of per­ 
secution and abuse, offers reasons for 
regarding him with suspicion and dis­ 
trust. 
It is said that under a threat to ex­ 
pose his land swindle, G o r h a m forced 
B id w e l l to support him for Governor 
in 1867. It is well known that B id - 
w e l l suddenly recovered from his de­ 
feat in the Convention by G eo r g e 
and supported him. 
It is hardly 
probable that he would have clone 
this unless coerced. At any rate, 
there is danger that the old man’s am­ 
bition to be Governor will reduce him 
from a position of wealth to one of 
comparative poverty’.

H o l l is t e r , July 21st.—The house 
of Joel Hawkins, who lives about one 
quarter of a mile from here, was en­ 
tered last night by some unknown 
person and Hawkins, his wife and a 
child three years old, who were in bed 
asleep, were awakened by a pistol 
shot, which proved to have been fired 
at his head. The ball entered just 
below the left eye. Almost instantly 
another shot was fired, which entered 
his mouth. Hawkins then Jumped up 
and started for the man, grappling 
with him; but the party got loose, ran 
outside of the front door and left it 
open. Hawkins followed in sightaud 
a third shot was lired, which struck 
him near the heart. 
It glanced ofl‘ 
and struck his left arm and lodged in 
the wail. Hawkins then came where 
his whole form was in sight, when a 
fourth shot was fired, which missed 
his head, but tore open his ear. Haw­ 
kins’ wife was up by this time, and, 
being terribly frightened, started for a 
neighbor’s house, running andsorcam- 


ing. Just as she reached the house 
she fell. T&e inmates were awakened 
*wid soon brought her in. 
She said 
nine one was killing hor husband, and 
at she left them fighting. Hawkins, 
earing his child crying, went and 
dressed, and with the child in his 
arms, started for the house where his 
wife was. As he readied the door lie 
fell, with the child in liis arms, and 
was taken inside. Thinking lie was 
dreaming, he commenced to ask if lie 
was wounded. 
He is one of our 
best citizens and no one knows of any 
enemies lie has. Hawkins was seen 
by some parties drawing money from 
the bank yesterday afternoon,'but lie 
paid it out to a party soon afterwards. 
The murderer was tracked into town, 
but as yet 110 clue can be obtained to 
his identity, Hawkins not being able 
to describe him. Hawkins still lives 
ami there is some hope of his recovery.

W a s h in g t o n , July20th.—The July 
returns to the Department of Agricul­ 
ture show that the acreage in corn is 8 
per cent, greater than last year. New 
England lias reduced her acreage H 
percent, and the Pacific States about 
oue per cent. All the great cron grow­ 
ing States have increased their acre­ 
age; the Middle States 2 percent.; the 
Atlantic and Southern States 3 per 
cent.; the Gulf States 10 per cent.; 
the inland Southern States 12 per 
cent.; States North of Ohio 7 per cent., 
and States West of the Mississippi 14 
percent. The condition of tlie crops 
is below average in the New England, 
Middle and South Atiantic States, the 
minimum condition, 82 per cent., be­ 
ing in Rhode Island. Florida and Al­ 
abama are below average, but other 
Gulf States and inland and Southern 
States are above, the maximum, 167, 
being in Mississippi. All tlie other 
States except Missouri, 163, are below 
the average, the minimum condition 
being 82, in Wisconsin. 
T he Indian Frauds. 
N e w Y o r k , July 20th.—The Special 
Commissionon Indian frauds resumed 
their session at the Fifth Avenue Ho­ 
tel this evening, with closed doors. 
Prof. Marsh, who was before them, 
entered into a long explanation of his 
views in regard to the matter. The 
committee will meet again to-morrow.

Lee Confesses.

He allegas 
that I. C. Haight and John L. Higbee 
were the commanding officers, that 
thirty white men and a large n umber 
of Indians took part in the massacre. 
In justice to Brigham Young lie says 
that when lie made their report to him 
he wept like a child, and walked the 
floor and wrung liis hands, and said 
“this is the most unfortunute affair, 
the most unwarrantable event that has 
ever happened to the Mormons. This 
transaction will bring sorrow and 
trouble upon us in Utah. I would to 
God that it had never happened.” Lee 
says that seventeen children were sav­ 
ed and were delivered to Dr. Forney, 
who promised to take them to their 
friends in Missouri and Nebraska.

N f.w Yo r k , July 20th. — This 
morning the trial of a suit brought by

THE GRAIN MARKET. 
The wheat m arket in New York experienced 
during the past week a rapid advance In 
prices, which closes 12c. to 15c. higher than at 
the date of our last report. This activity and 
buoyancy have been due to reports in regard 
to the European crops, which appear to have 
suffered In sonto countries from too little rain 
and In others from too much. It Is impossi­ 
ble at this Juncture to foretell, even approxi­ 
mately, how much injury the crops of Europe 
may have sustained, but copious private dis- 
patclios received by merchants leave no doubt 
that the harvests will fall sufficiently short of 
the usual average to assure it market for all 
surplus we may have to spare, and at some­ 
what better prices than were realized last 
season, though leading operators doubt that 
the m arket will be as good us It was two years 
ago. Shippers have not only taken all the 
wheat that has arrived, but they have bought 
liberally tor delivery during the next six 
weeks.
